2. AMCONSUL LUBUMBASHI HAD NOT RECEIVED REVISED 
MISSION ITINERARY SENT STATE 51507. POST THEREFORE 
HAD PROCEEDED PLAN PROGRAM ALONG TIMING TRANSMITTED 
STATE 23478. EARLIER CABLE HAD TWO DAYS SCHEDULED 
FOR LUBUMBASHI, TRAVEL TO NDOLA ON SATURDAY. THE 
LUSAKA STAY BEGINNING ON SATURDAY NIGHT, AND LUSAKA 
PROGRAM COMMENCING MONDAY (SEE LUBUMBASHI 47 AND 
LUSAKA 328). AFTER DISCUSSIONS WITH POST, MILLER 
CONCURS WITH PROPOSED SCHEDULE LUBUMBASHI PROGRAM FOR

CIT. ELONGO ASKED IF IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE FOR MISSION 
DIRECTOR TO OBTAIN IN WASHINGTON AND BRING TO 
LUBUMBASHI INFORMATION/BROCHURES ON U.S. AMTRACK SYSTEM 
WITH SPECIAL EMPHASIS ON ITS ORGANIZATION, MANAGEMENT, 

AND RATE STRUCTURE. SINCE AMTRACK BASICALLY 
PASSENGER SERVICE AND ZAIRE PRINCIPALLY A FREIGHT 
SERVICE, COMMERCE SHOULD CONTRACT AMERICAN RAILWAY 
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ASSOCIATION AND PERHAPS ONE OR TWO OF THE MORE 
PROFITABLE U.S. RAIL LINES, E.G. SOUNTERN, 

SANTA FE, BURLINGTON OR AUTO TRAIN ON ORGANIZATION 
AND MANAGEMENT OPERATIONS. ICC ALSO SHOULD BE 
CONTACTED REGARDING THEIR ROLE IN SETTING RAIL 
FREIGHT RATE SCHEDULES. IF ANY OF THE ABOVE 
BROCHURES ARE AVAILABLE IN FRENCH, ALL THE BETTER.

BANQUE DE PEUPLE).

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B) CONSULATE'S ACCOMMODATION EXCHANGE RUN BY BARCLAY'S 
BANK WILL ARRANGE FOR MISSION MEMBERS TO GO TO BANK

ASSURING THAT TRAVELER'S CURRENCY CONTROL FORMS 
ARE PROPERLY DOCUMENTED TO FACILITATE EXITING ZAIRE. 

C) MISSION MEMBERS SHOULD BE ADVISED THAT USE OF 
CAMERAS IN ZAIRE IS SEVERELY RESTRICTED. 

D) CONSUL MARKS WILL HOST RECEPTION FOR MISSION 
MEMBERS ON EVENING THURSDAY QR APRIL 17.

F) CONSULATE STAFFWILL HANDLE INTERPRETATION FOR

MISSION SHOULD BRING COPY OF "INTERNATIONAL DICTIONARY 
OF RR TERMS" OR SIMILAR DOCUMENT. SUGGEST ASSOCIATION

G) ROOMS RECONFIRMED AT PARK HOTEL FOR MISSION MEMBERS. 
SINGLES COST $17.00. SUITE RESERVED FOR MISSION 
DIRECTOR, COST $34.00. 

H) SHOULD TRAIN ARRANGEMENH NOT BE MADE, ONLY OTHER 
U.S.G. COSTS TO BE INCURRED AT LUBUMBASHI WILL BE 

$350. TO TRANSPORT MISSION MEMBERS FROM LUBUMBASHI 
TO NDOLA. ONLY TRADE MISSION COST EXPECTED WILL
